Shortly after the aupper hour yes- 
taiday when the one pump which was 
working at tha pumping atatlun broke 
down, the reservoir ran dry and the 
city was out of water either tor Are 
protection or for use In the homes. 
Ttaa altuatlon was so Berlous last night 
that Mayor Russell called a special 
maatlng of City Council after ten 
O'olook and plaoad ^e situation dl- 
raotly batora tham. The Mayor recom- 
mandad tha taking ovar by tha city of 
tha Watar Worka but no aatlon waa 
takan on thla mattar. A cmnihlttaa ot 
ona oonn^llman from aaoh ward, how- 
aver, waa choaan to wait on tha WaUr 
Company and offar the olty'a aaalat- 
ance which was politely rafuaad, the 
amployea aaylng that they wara doing 
all that could be dona to put watar In 
the reservoirs. 

Late last night the large pump was 
again started but It gave way and for 
several hours this morning no water 
waa pumped. At three o'clock Satur- 
day afternoon the bank pump was 
working and the reservoir had been 
out tn half so as to All one side and 
glTa preaaura at the earliest possible 
aMment but It will likely take many 
konra batora thara will ba water in 
tha malna. In tha maantlme people 
ar^ ualng otataraa and walla. Tha Ohio 
VftUay Pnllar Worka baa offarad wat- 
ar from thair lante wall, whieh hM 
-baan taatad and tend pnra. to all who 
.•«m laali at tha plant (or tiM watar. 
Mr. R. A .Carr, of tha Waindla Ftonr 
Mills haa dona -Hkawlia -and - ^ 
should be no suffering for a lack of 
water. 

Because of the failure of the water 
stipply, however, the Ice F'actory has 
been compelled to suspend operations 
and no Ice was delivered Saturday In 
the city. This will cause much suf- 
fering among the babies of the city, no 
doubt, but the Health League Is en 
deavoring to relieve this situation tiy 
oBarlng to keep all babies' milk on 
loa at their ofHce in Court street tree

The old and worn-out machinery at 
the Water pumping station la breaking 
almost as quickly aa repatra are made 
and it does net eeem likely that the 
city will have water in the pipes In 
many hours even though there are no 
serious accidents. 

The cutting off of the Ice supply has 
practically put the drink and Ice 
cream parlors out of business and the 
cutting off of the water and Ice sup- 
ply has greatly affected many local 
plants. 

If water Is not In the pipes tomor 
row morning, Mr. 8. P. Browning, says 
the Ohio Valley PuUey Worka will 
operaU their* pomp all day for the 
beneflt Of tha pnblle.

Five Weeks Becess Called OS Whfle 
Congresa Will Go Into Food aad 
Wages Over Nation. - 



Washington, August 2. — Congress 
Ii.'is been hauled up short by unrest 
throughout the country over the high, 
cost of living. 

The House's Ave weeks ot receaa haa 
been called oS, and tha League ot Na- 
tlona fight In tha Senate may ba at- 
fected before long. Senators aald to- 
da}. 

Leadera ot both housea were con- 
cerned today with devlalng some plan 

whereby the Insistent demand from 
the whole country for an adjustment 
of wages to tlio cost of living may be 
worked out. 

"We must have assurances to the 
workers," said Senator A. B. Cummins 
today, "that an equitable relation will 
lie estalilished l)Otween the cost of liv- 
Ini; and wages. Unless we do, the 
country Is going to smash. 

"1 believe the time haa come when 
tho government must fix wagaa of 
railroad workers, whether It retains 
control ot the lines or not But tha 
government should have the power to 
raise wages to meet the living cost, or 
bring the living cost down to the wago 
level."

The other occupations of China, by Europeans, were purely im- 
perialiatio schemes. Theyy not only encroached on China with 
apherte dt Inflnenoe, with porta oooapled, with areas under military 
control, but they bronglil now frontiers up tO Japan. Japan^had to 
light two wars on those new rentiers. ' 

China, an inert, peaceable, helpless nation, never was able to 
keep a land grabber from taking what the land grabber wanted. 
"When China yielded, Japan had trouble. China the pacifist made 
mt for Japan the fighter. 

It is not a pleasing thing to international morals to give Chan-T 
lung to Japan. The peace conference was nothing articulate if it 
were not moral, but its hands were not to know what its lips were 
saying and its eyes were not see what its hands were doing. 

Shantung was at least a moral explosion. It blew down the front 
ot the temple, and now everybody can see that behind the front 
of the temple, and now everybody can see that behind the front there 
was a very busy market. The morals were the morals of a horse 
trade. If the muezzin were loud and constant in his calls to prayei 
it probably was to drown the sound of the dickering in the market. 

There is no longer my obligation upon this nation to accept tlu 
covenant of the league of nations as a moral document. It is not. It 
is a,Bhrewdly written piece of realism and the only altruistic nation 
wMch will sign it will be the United States. The others, true to their 
national instincts and traditions, liave taken care of themselves. 

The United States senate should see that the United States take^ 
care ot itself, not in grabbing something, but in not giving away 
what it needs. The highest morality will be one which conservef 
American rights, traditions,, principles, and necessities.— Chicago 
Tribune.

If the project of the Aerial League is carried out, the United 
States will soon see the use of tli ■ aeroplane as a pdeasure vehicle, 
and for those who can afford the experience, an aeroplane, trip will 
be one of the recreations open to consideration when planning a va 
cation, says the Christion Reieneo Monitor. 

The league, apparently taking its model from the Glidden au 
tomobile tours, proposes to offer the vationist a choice of aeroplan- 
tours ranging from one day's flying to fourteen r fifteen; the ma 
chines are to be acquired from the surplus stock which the United 
States government now has on sale, and there ai'e in the country many 
thousands former army and navy ^iers to provide the drivers foi 
this aerial pleasure coaching. Whether or not these "pioneer aerie' 
tours" would find pioneer aerial tourists enough to make the pro- 
ject pay its necessarily heavy expenses and show a reasonable profit i^ 
another question. Considered practically, comparatively few per 
sons will yet get aboard an aeroplane with as little hesitation aa they 
will climb into a motor ear.
